David E. Lilienthal told congres- 
sional investigators today that the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
cleared two scientists for secret 
work despite adverse recommen- 
dations from its security officer.

The AEC chairman was the first 
witness as the Senate-House Atom- 
ic Energy Committee opened hear- 
ings into charges of “incredible 
mismanagement” in the $3,500,000,- 
000 atomic program. 

The charges, and a demand for 
Lilienthal’s removal, came from 
Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, a member of the committee 
and its former chairman.

At the time of the commission 
action Graham was president of 
the University of North Carolina. 
He was cleared to head the Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Phys- 
ics, a position in which he had 


limited access to atomic secrets,

The bill has the same purpose 

and follows closely the proposed 
Curry amendment to the constitu- 
tion, which was rejected by the 
voters in November by a majority 
of 232,627, 
The new proposal provides for 
an increase of 2 cents per gallon 
in the-state gasoline tax, making 
4 cents in all. Of the increase, 1 
cent would go for country roads to 
be built by the political county 
courts, and 1 cent would go to the 
State ghway Commission for 
expenditure on the state road 
system. 

Effort te Rally Support. 
Since the perfection of the Dill 
three weeks ago there has been no 
doubt of its passage. However, 
Representative Milton F. Duvall 
of Pike county, chairman of the 
House Roads ittee and spon- 
sér of the bill, delayed calling it 
up for passage during a period 
when the Missouri Farmers’ As- 
sociation ahd county judges in 
many counties were bringing pres- 
sure to bear on the Legislators to 
vote for adoption of the emer- 
gency clause. 

Leading supporters of the meas- 
ure considered the adoption of the 
emergency clause as vital to the 
MFA program for country road 
improvements at state expense.

FOOD DEALERS 
SALES TO ILLINOIS 
WITHOUT BIDS TP 
MILLION IN YEAR 


Records Disclose $1,167,- 
204 in Non-Competitive 
State Purchases From 
2 Firms of John D. Rich 
in 1948.

SPRINGFIELD, Il, May 26— 
The amazing story of how one 


politically favored food dealer, 
John D. Rich of Chicago, sold 
the state of Illinois $1,167,204 in 
produce and food staples last year 
without submitting competitive 
bids as required by state law, was 
disclosed today following a search 
of records by the Post-Dispatch. 

The business Rich got without 
competition constituted nearly 
half the total of $2,447,236 in food 
contracts which his two firms, 
Saunemin Produce Co. and Black- 
stone Produce Co., obtained from 
the state last year. Employes of 
the state purchasing division esti- 
mated these two firms got more 
state business in their lines than 
all other suppliers combined. 

Legislative Criticism Ignored. 

Magnitude of Rich’s business, 
revealed after a two-week study 
of purchase orders issued by Wal- 
ter R. Youngberg, purchasing 
agent under former Gov. Dwight 
H. Green, indicated that the bitter 
criticism of Youngberg’s opera- 
tions by a legislative committee 
two years ago had little if any 
effect in his subsequent buying of 
foods for the state’s mental, penal 
and other institutions. 

The legislative body, known as 
the Cutler committee, had recom- 
mended, among other things, that 
“purchases of foods and supplies, 
in amounts of any consequence, 
should be made by duly advertised 
public letting, and the- contract 
awarded to the lowest reputable 
bidder.” 

Rich's business with the state in 
1948 was nearly $200,000 greater 
than in 1947. 

The Post-Dispatch investigation 


1947 and more than one-fifth of 
his total 1948 business. 

Prices for many foods bought 
in large quantities from Rich, 
without competitive bidding, 
were higher than wholesale 
market prices and in some cases 
approximated retail prices. 

Almost all of the state’s sup- 
ply of apples and peaches for 
institutional canning last fall— 

worth — were bought 
from Saunemin and Blackstone 
without competitive bids. 

Rich’s: business with the state 
dropped to $25,436 last. month 
under competitive bidding con- 
ditions ordered by Gov. Adlai 
E. Stevenson’s new purchasing 
agent, William J. McKinnev. 
McKinney, dropped the Saune- 

min firm from his list of approved 
suppliers shortly after taking of- 
fice in March, because of the many 
complaints then on file about the 


P| quality of food and service the 


company had been furnishing. He 
reinstated the concern several 
days later, however, after its rep- 
resentative, Benjamin M. Berkson, 
promised to improve quality and 
service. 

McKinney quoted Berkson as 
saying the state provided 80 to 
90 per cent of the company’s 
business and that to be cut off 
the approved list would mean the 
firm’s ruin. The Blackstone com- 
pany has had no state business 
since last November, all of Rich’s 
activities being concentrated in 
the Saunemin firm. 

Well-Kept Secret. 

The inside track which Saune- 
min and Blackstone had on state 
business was a well-kept secret 
until disclosed by detailed study 
of purchase orders and other rec- 


rds. 

Last fall Post-Dispatch report- 
ers, seeking information about the 
two firms’ business, were shown 
only those records pertaining to 
competitive bidding. At the start 
of the present investigation the 
writer was told by Miss Esther 
Ahrenkiel, who was Youngberg’s 
secretary and has “continued in 
the office as McKinney’s assistant, 
that virtually all of the Saunemin 
business was obtained by under- 
bidding compétitors.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (UP)— 
The House today passed a $5,617,- 
470,000 foreign aid bill after going 
most of the way to meet Presi- 
dent Truman’s last-minute appeal 
for more money. 

Passage was -by standing vote 
of 193 to 27. The measure now 
goes to the Senate. 

Truman, in a letter read just 
before the final vote on the com- 
promise measure, particularly 
urged the House to restore the 
$150,000,000 cut by the Appropri- 
ations Committee from his. re- 
quested one billion dollars for re- 
lief in occupied areas. 

The House met him half way on 
that request by voting, 120 to 39, 
to retsore $75,000,000 of the cut, 
bringing to $925,000,000 the total 
for occupied areas in fiscal 1950. 

The House earlier adopted an 
amendment to permit $3,568,470,000 
in Marshall plan funds to be spent 
in the first 10% months of fiscal 
1950 instead of over the entire 12 
months. This is the major phase 
of a compromise worked out by 
Administration leaders and mem- 
bers of the House economy bloc. 

About the time the House was 
acting, Senators Wherry (Rep.), 
Nebraska; and Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, introduced in the 
Senate-a resolution directing Tru- 
man to make a 5 to 10 per cent 
cut in all appropriations for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 

“It would be a betrayal of the 
American people, if Congress fails 
to bring expenditures into balance 
with receipts,” Wherry said in in- 
troducing the resolution.

It 
won't bring my boy back. 

“We are not bitter against Dr. 

I guess the best way to 
say it is that we’re just heart-

Hattman, a dairy worker, and 
his wife have been here since the 
trial began. Mrs. Hattman wept 
in the courtroom during presenta- 
tion of evidence about the stab 
wound that killed her son.

The defense in the murder trial of 
Dr. Robert C. Rutledge Jr. rested 
today, and the case was expected 
to go to the jury late tomorrow. 


Closing arguments were begun 
this afternoon and will continue 
tomorrow, to be followed by the 
judge’s instructions to the jury of 
nine men and three women. 

Linn County Attorney William 
W. Crissman declined to say 
whether he would demand the 
death penalty. 

Before winding up its presenta- 
tion, the- defense recalled Mrs. 
Sydney Rutledge, wife of the 
young St. Louis pediatrician. She 
took the witness stand to deny 
that she had remained friendly 
with Byron C, Hattman, the man 
her husband is accused of having 
murdered, after last July 31. This 
was the date on which the defense 
claims Hattman overpowered the 
doctor’s wife in her apartment. 
|__ Denies Talks After July 23. 
~The tall, attractive Mrs. Rut- 
ledge, who worked in the same 
office with Hattman at Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co., said 
she had talked to Hattman at his 
désk in the period between July 
23, the date of an Emerson outing, 
and the date of her seduction. 
However, she denied talking to 
him in the office thereafter. 

“Was there anything unusual 
about your clothing on the occa- 
sions when you talked to Hatt- 
man?” Defense Attorney R. S. 
Milner asked. 

“No, sir,” she replied. 

Emerson employes, testifying for 
the state, said Mrs. Rutledge at- 
tracted attention in the office by 
her “tight, white sweater.” The 
doctor’s wife today was attired in 
a white blouse and black skirt, the 
outfit she has worn during most 
of the trial. 

“Did you dress about the way 
you have dressed in this court- 
room?” she was asked. 

“During the summer, I always 
wore cotton dresses.” 

Denies Wearing Sweater. 

“Did you wear a sweater be- 
tween the Admiral (excursion 
boat) party and July 31?” 

“I’m sure I never wore a sweat- 
er in the summer.” 

Mrs, Rutledge, poised and calm, 
was on the stand today only about 
five minutes, The proseeution did 
not cross-examine her. 

To counteract testimony of 
Emerson employes that Hattman 
had a good reputation as “a quiet 
and peaceful citizen,” the defense 
today called to the stand Frank 
Phillips, who operates a garage 
near the home of Hattman’s par- 
ents in Coraopolis, Pa.

Opposition to the gasoline tax 
increase bill to subsidize -county 
roads was voted by.the board of 
governors of the Automobile Club 
of Missouri at its annual meeting 
yesterday. The board will seek to 
beat the measure in the State Sens 
ate. The board also voted to op- 
pose the pending bill to révamp 
the State Highway Commission. 

Reasons alien for opposing the 
gasoline tax increase bill were that 
the law would be unconstitutional;

The first vocal opposition to 
adoption of the clause from -the 
city-county group came from Rep- 
resentative Edgar G. Boedecker of 
St. Louis County. 

“The advocates say that the sen- 


er, attacked the opposition to the 
clause as due to pressure from the 
oil interests. “All we are trying to 
do,” he said, “is to keep this law | 
out of the clutches of the oil com- 
panies.” 

James P. Boyd of Paris, a for- 
mer Speaker of the House, joined 
in the position taken by Turley. 
“Defeat of the emergency clause,” 
he said, “would only give the oil 
interests with all their wealth the 
opportunity to go out and delay 
this bill from going into effect.”

DMINISTRATION circles ex- 
pect the death. of James For- 
restal to injure them in the 
sector where they already are la- 
mentably weak.

stances cannot be obtained.” 

“Even though prompt action be 
taken by state agencies,” he con- 
tinued, “the fact remains that 
considerable time elapses between 
discovery of hazardous conditions 
by the federal inspectors and re- 
ferral to the state agency and ac- 
tion on its part. During this ,in- 
terim a serious mine disaster 
might occur.” 

Grove was the only witness yes- 
terday who thought there was 
merit in the pending legislation, 
introduced by Senator Neely 
(Dem.), West Virginia. Five other 
witnesses said in substance that 
state mine departments are doing 
a splendid job and should be left 
strictly alone. 

Opposition Witnesses. 

The opposition witnesses were 
W. F. Cobb, a mine operator repre- 
senting the Alabama Mining Insti- 
tute; Ronald C, Oliver, represent- 
ing the Colorado-New Mexico Coal 
Operators’ Association, Walter B. 
Odendahl, general superintendent 
of the Utah Fuel Co.; C. J. Flippin, 
labor commissioner of the Kana- 
wha Coal Operators’ Association 
of West Virginia, and J. H. Mos- 
grove, safety director of the Big 
Sandy Elkhorn Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation of Kentucky. 

Mosgrove said it was his “un- 
derstanding that the subject mat- 
ter before this hearing which was 
to be S. 1031 (the Neely bill) has 
now broadened into the general 
subject of the federal police power 
for mine safety and my remarks 
will be directed to the broad gen- 
eral field.” 

Mosgrove’s “understanding” was 
not. reached through any effort 
on the part of the committee or 
Neely, the chairman.

John E. Jones, safety engineer 
of the Old Ben Coal Corp. of 
Franklin county, IL, disputed a 
charge made earlier in the hear- 
ings by C. F. Davis, safety director 
of the United Mine Workers. 

Davis asserted the Old Ben Coal 
Co. No. 9 mine near West Frank- 
fort was, in his opinion, in a more 
dangerous condition than another 
Old Ben mine which blew up and 
killed 27 men. In a three-page 
statement filed with the commit- 
tee Jones said the mine is not 
hazardous. He set out the safety

In doing so, it 
may face an obstacle in the fact that Judge 
Blair of the Cole County Circuit Court has held 
that a large measure of jurisdiction in the phone 
rate plea has passed from the Public Service 
Commission to the State Supreme Court. 

It is charged by Southwestern Bell that, un- 
fess the eniergency increase is granted, it will 
earn only 3.5 per cent and that this amounts to 
confiscation of its property. If, however, its de- 
preciation reserve were fully deducted from the 
rate base, as it is in most other states, the rate 
of return would be considerably more than 3.5 
per cent. A further boost to the rate of return 
would be made if Western Electric lowered its 
prices, as suggested by a committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Railroad and Utility Com- 
missioners. | 

On May 19, Southwestern Bell declared that 
“many businesses can depend on profits to meet 
a large part of the capital required for’ growth 
but the earnings of the telephone company are 
never enough to permit this practice.” A glance 
back at the financial history of A. T. & T. and 
Southwestern Bell might cause this statement to 
be challenged. 

From 1986 through 1946, Southwestern Bell 
paid dividends of $9 per share on its common 
stock for nine years, and $8.75 for the other two. 
These dividends went to A. T. & T., which owns 
virtually all of Southwestern Bell's common 
shares. These high dividends were paid out in 
an era of very cheap money. They totaled alto- 
gether $173,980,000. 

If Southwestern Bell had paid dividends of $7 
during this period, it would have been able to in- 
crease its surplus by $37,970,000, and this 
amount would have been available for postwar 
expansion. Or if the dividend had been $6 dur- 
ing this period, a rate approved as fair in Mas- 
sachusetts, the saving would have amounted to 
$57,400,000. 

These figures, of course, apply not to Missouri 


‘ alone, but to the entire Southwestern system. 


But since Missouri is the second most profitable 
state in the Southwestern system (being topped 
only by Texas, which has no state regulatory 
commission), such savings by themselves might 
have made unnecessary the two rate increases 
now being applied for. 

Of course, that is past history. The dividend 
paid by Southwestern Bell to A. T. & T. on its 
common stock was reduced to $5.75 per share in 
1947 and to $5 in 1948, after the rate controversy 
began and the high dividends of 1936-46 came 
under attack. However, the other factors, like 
the handling of depreciation reserve and West- 
ern Electric prices, are not past history, but 
present history. 
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A Good Bill Advances 


State Senator David E. Horn, St. Louis Re- 
publican, deserves the thanks of the-entire city 
for the expeditious way in which he has handled 
the bi-state metropolitan agency bill. 

The case for this worthy measure was so 
adequately made that when the roll was called 
only two Senators, Allison of Rolla and Long of 
Bowling Green, voted against it. The. fact that 
these members are, respectively, president pro 
tempore of the Senate and majority floor leader, 
means merely that the Democratic leadership in 
the Senate does not appreciate the need for a 
bi-state agency at St. Louis as does fortunately 
the rank and file membership. 

We hope to see the House act promptly and 
speed the legislation to Gov. Smith. Many mat- 
ters of deep concern to both sides of the river 
await the establishment of the bi-state commis- 


sion. 
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Just Jet Fighter vs. Big Bomber 

The Navy is still champing at the bit for that 
high altitude test duel between its Banshee jet 
fighter and the Air Force's B-36 bomber. Little 
has been heard from the Air Force. Secretary of 
Defense Johnson is reported in what must be a 
very deep study over the request of the House 
Armed Services Committee for the duel. 


The Navy wants a straight out-and-out test of 
whether the Banshee, taking off from a carrier 
at sea, c.n intercept and shoot down a B-36. The 
Air Force wants a test over land and simulating 
combat conditions with some element of sur- 
prise. Presumably the Air Force would want to 
use various radar-jamming devices, too. 


For many months the Air Force has been rep- 
resenting the B-36 as practically invincible. Last 
winter it invited newspaper men to its Eglin 
(Fla.) Air Force Base where three types of Air 
Force jets failed in tests against B-36s and even 
B-29s. As the New York Times correspondent 
wrote, the tests “proved to the satisfaction of the 
Air Force that jet fighters as now designed in 
this country are inadequate for combat at alti- 
tudes. of 40,000 or more feet.” 


If the Air Force wanted to be sure that “jet 


fighters as now designed in this country are in- 
adequate at 40,000 feet,” why did it not invite 
the Navy to enter its Banshee and other mod- 
els against the big bombers? Why was the Air 
Force so certain that Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg 
said in a public speech: “Our real problem is— 
how would we defend ourselves against attack 
by an aircraft comparable to the B-36?” 


The Navy and the Air Force are supposed to 
co-operate under the directive calling for unifi- 
cation of the services. What the nation wants is 
a true measure of our aerial capabilities. The 
best way to begin would seem to be the deter- 
mination of whether any jet fighter can intercept 
the B-36. The test should be that of one ma- 
chine against the other. If the B-36 is inter- 
cepted, then further tests can be made with sur- 
prise, weather, radar, countér-radar, and other 
measures and situations of wartime entering into 
the competition.

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What the Shelton Shooting Means 


The attempted killing of “Big Earl” Shelton, 
last of the three gangster brothers, Means one 
thing above all else. It means that illegal gam- 
bling is still a highly profitable business in Illi- 
nois. It means that it is so profitable that there 
are those who live by it, who will try to kill 
others in order to enjoy a clear field themselves. 


“Big Earl” was shot in his gambling house, 
called the Farmers’ Club, in Fairfield, across the 
street from the Wayne county courthouse. It 
has been a matter of common knowledge that 
the Farmers’ Club w a gambling house.) If 
everybody in Fairfield! knew it, then it may be 
presumed that the county officials, including the 
Sheriff and the State’s Attorney, also knew it. 
Yet the Farmers’ Club ran wide open. 

Two Sheltons have been killed in the gambling 
profits war. Carl was killed near his farm, east 
of Fairfield, in 1947. Bernie was shot down at 
Peoria in 1948. Neither of these killings has 
been solved. Before prosecutions in either comes 
a third assault on a Shelton life. 

The assassination of Bernie Shelton and the 
developments and disclosures of bribery, graft 
and corruption which followed in its train were 
vital factors in the defeat of Dwight Green and 
the election of Adlai E. Stevenson as Governor 
of Illinois. Except for them, the Green regime 
might have been returned to ‘office. Except for 
them, George F. Barrett probably would have 
heen re-elected Attorney General. 

This shooting at Fairfield is a warning to Gov. 
Stevenson and the Attorney General who was 


elected with him, Ivan A. Elliott. It is a warn-. 


ing that open gambling, though suppressed in 
parts of Illinois, is an incentive to violence and 
attempted murder and crookedness in other 
counties. 

Madison county is a case in point. Hyde Park 
and 200 Club were closed but others run wide 
open and presumably pay off for the priyjlege of 
doing so. Five months leeway in law enforce- 
ment’*for the new administration at Springfield 
is long enough. The attempt to murder “Big 
Earl” Shelton in his wide-open gambling joint 
puts it up squarely to Gov. Stevenson and At- 


Repeal of the Madison Act was railroaded 
through the Missouri House of Representatives 
yesterday. While there was considerable senti- 
ment for retaining the law or for improving it 
by amendment, proponents shut off debate by 
adopting a gag rule. 

Like the Taft-Hartley law, the Madison mea- 
sure has been termed a “slave labor act.” Is it 
slavery t6 prohibit jurisdictional disputes and 
secondary boycotts? Those are two of the abuses 
at which the Madison Act was aimed. Labor 
could be challenged to show that the Madison 
Act has ever been invoked in such a way as to 
enslave trade ugionism. It prohibits strikes by 
public employes, but many public employes’ 
unions voluntarily forego the right to strike in 
their own charters. 

We think the House was stampeded in its ac- 
tion. It is significant that Representative Sny- 
der felt impelled to demand that Reuben T. 
Wood of the AFL and James A. Davis of the CIO 
be sent to the visitors’ gallery during the action 
on the repealer instead of being permitted in 
the House chamber. Messrs. Wood and Davis 
were obviously riding herd on the membership. 

The repealer now goes to the Senate, where it 
should be subjected to analysis and full debate. 
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Dismal Housing Outlook 

It’s a sad story that Real Estate’ Analyst Roy 
Wenzlick tells about home-building costs—and a 
dismal outlook that he paints. 

For years, the Wenzlick organization has cal- 
culated the changing cost of building a standard 
six-room frame house. It came to $3836 in 1913. 
In 1924, during a postwar boom, it rose to $7488. 
At the bottom of the depression in 1932, the cost 
was $4480: by 1939 it had risen to $5894. (The 
last two figures give further evidence that the 
FHA made mortgage terms easier, but did not 
bring down building costs.) 

At the postwar peak three months ago, the 
same house cost $14,694, and the slight decline 
to $14,593 last month still left it at nearly two 
and one half times the 1939 cost. And this 
doesn’t include the price of the land. 


High prices are causing the building boom to 
taper off prematurely, but Mr. Wenzlick has lit- 
tle hope that they will come down much. Too 
much expensive labor is invested in a house for 
that, he says: 4111 man-hours, of which about 
one half is labor at the building site. “Even if 
we have a depression within the next five years, 
we believe building costs will remain at least 75 
per cent higher than in 1939. This is true be- 
cause rates paid to organized labor are much 
slower than other factors in the cost of living in 
yielding to downward adjustments.” 

To be entirely fair, it should be added that 
nearly everyone connected with the building in- 
dustry behaves in much the same way. When 
the people can no longer meet its prices, this 
industry does not bring prices down to meet 
them. It makes only grudging price concessions 
and goes on a long vacation: 


The moral of Mr. Wenzlick’s figures is plain. 
Good housing is a luxury for the few. It will 
remain a luxury until .labor-saving measures 
drastically reduce the 4111 man-hours and the 
building industry’s assorted tribute-takers are 
put to work for their profits. Never in our time 
has an American industry so acutely needed 
technological and managerial reform—a mass 
production revolution.

Radio commentator discounts the news services’ lame excuses for 
suppressing the Illinois editors scandal; notes also that few news- 
of papers have pushed the story even at this late date; fears that an 
“ingrained taboo” against exposing newspaper misdeeds is at work.

Sometimes the energy and enterprise of 
our great news-gathering organizations 
amaze us. Take the Ingrid Bergman case, 
for example: bulletins and urgent dis- 
patches from Rome, Messina, Stromboli, 
Hollywood and heaven knows where—all 
kept us right up to the moment on whether 
the actress intended to get a divorce and 
marry somebody else. 


We have recently been impressed in re- 
verse by a story that doesn’t have any 
Hollywood characters in it, but which has 
a distinct news value. It certainly is a 
scandal, if a scandal makes news. We re- 
fer to the story about the 51 Illinois edi- 
tors being on the payroll of Gov. Dwight 
Green's administration to the tune of $457,- 
000. The story and the way it was treated 
contribute to the history of American jour- 
nalism one of! its grimiest pages. 

Our gtory begins with the April 14 issues 
of the Chicago Daily News and the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. It caused the Post- 
Dispatch to say editorially that there has 
been a good deal of discussion recently 
about the gulf between the American press 
and the people, and that the Illinois revela- 
tion would widen that gulf. 


Two Weeks of Silence 


The Milwaukee Journal called it a dis- 
grace to the press, and sent a man to in- 
vestigate. As the Journal said, whether 
the editors gave honest service for the 
money they collected was beside the point; 
the point was that readers expected impar- 
tial news reporting from their papers, and 
how could an editor be impartial who was 
on a state political machine’s payroll? 

So the story was out, so it caused honest 
newspaper men to raise their hands in 
horror and to comment caustically, so what 
happened? So the story remained impris- 
oned in Illinois for nearly two weeks. Our 
great and complex news-gathering organi- 
zations completely fumbled this story of 
major news value. 


The first major newspaper outside Chi- - 


cago or St. Louis to pay any attention to 
it was the Washington Post: it printed a 
story 11 days after it was first\made pub- 
lic. Next day it showed up in the New 
York Times. 


Then, at long last, the Associated Press - 


—greatest distributor of news in the world 


got its ponderous self into motion. On 


the afternoon of Apri] 27, 13 days after the 
story had appeared in St. Louis and Chi- 
cago, it distributed an 800-word story. 


Un-Newsworthy, AP Says 

There have been one or two follow-up 
stories, but so far as we can find out, the 
only big Eastern paper to comment editori- 
ally has been the Washington Post. The 
Post said, “At best, this looks like crass in- 
difference to a particularly juicy bit of 
news. At worst, it looks like a cover-up of 
‘scandal within the family.” : 

We have heard some interesting explana- 
tions for the blackout of the story, and 
among them is that of the Associated Press 
which must be handed the bowl of rasp- 
berries for making the biggest fumble of

man for the AP says that the decision to 
pass the story up was made by the Chi- 
cago bureau; the New York editors were 
not consulted. 

In Chicago, the story was examined care- 
fully, it is said, and considered un-news- 


‘ worthy in the light of the fact that the 


Chicago Daily News had opposed former 
Gov. Green, that Green had been out of 
office more than three months, that the 
period covered by the articles ettended 
back some six years, that there was no 
allegation of anything illegal, and that no 
official action was taken or contemplated. 
“Exposed to Justifiable Criticism” 

That is rationalizing with a vengeance, 
and it does not square with AP headquar- 
ters opinion on the matter. Alan J. Gould, 
the news service’s executive editor, admits 
a fumble. As he says, “hindsight is a won- 
derful thing, but there should be no doubt 
now that the belated interest focused on 
this Illinois situation stems from its signifi- 
cance, on news-merit.” And he goes on to 
say, “We are exposed to justifiable criticism 
that we passed up for nearly two weeks a 
newspaper investigation about newspapers 
and their tie-up with a state government. 
Rightly or wrongly, the feeling arises that, 
if any other interests or organizations such 
as industry groups or labor unions had been 
involved, the story would have been all 
over the place without delay.” 


Seymour Berkson, general manager of 
International News Service, says that be- 
cause of the AP connections of the Daily 
News and the Post-Dispatch, the story was 
not available to INS. As for INS going 
after it itself, he says he considers the 
story to be of the expose variety, and that 
he doesn’t consider it the province of the 
news service to originate stories of that 
type. This is a curious bit’ of reasoning, 
and if it were carried to its logical conclu- 
sion, a good many news stories would never 
find their way into print. 


What About Individual Papers? 


The United Press didn’t get around to 
the story until a few days ago, when some 
of the newspaper men involved resigned, 
and formai announcement was made of 
their quitting by the Gannett chain in 
Rochester, N. Y. 

But there is involved here more than the 
failure of news services to break’ stories 
out of state boundaries. The Illinois story 
caused such a stir in the world of jour- 
nalism when it first became known that 
it could have been available the same day 
to any newspaper which wanted it, even 
if the press associations didn’t function at 
all. It seems the reflex action was work- 
ing: the ingrained taboo that nothing about 
@ newspaper or a newspaper man should 
be considered news, and certainly not any 
hint of rascality.

Between Book Ends 


Blackmail in Belfast 
MIST ON THE WATERS, by F. L. Green. (Hercour?, 

Brace, N.Y., $2.75.) 

If you like your reading grim, gritty 
and grubby you are almost sure to enjoy 
this od misnamed little novel. The title 
will suggest different things to different 
people, quiet, perhaps, or a softened per- 
spective, mystery or romance. To the par 
ticularly literate or the inordinately imagi- 
native it may even suggest mist on the wa- 
ters, but certainly not the ugly ramifica- 
tions of an act of petty blackmail in the 
Belfast slums. Literally or symbolically, 
the title is about as appropriate as “The 
Maiden’s Prayer” would be for a column 
on labor leaders by Westbrook Pegler. 


This happens to be a good novel because 

Green, as he demonstrated in “Odd Man 

Out,” happens to bea 

fine craftsman. No- 

where is this better 

demonstrated than in 

his characters, so 

complex, sO many- 

sided. And perhaps 

because he realizes 

he has such power to

Barty Fingal is such -a character: a 
babbling coward, liar, petty thief and 
cadger of drinks—but marvelously interest- 
ing, as an active ant might be when viewed 
under a microscope. Pelancy, bigger, 
stronger, more reticent and, to some de- 
gree, capable of thought, is scarcely more 
likable but equally interesting. When the 
story GPens the pair are blackmailing an 
acquaintance who buys them off with 
money not his own and then commits sui- 
cide. Gradually the blackmailers’ guilt be- 
comes known to various individuals and 
suspected by the police. As knowledge of 
the crime spreads, terror and remorse grow 
in the souls of Pelancy and Barty. 


No tragedy here, the two are barely 
human and of no consequence first or last. 
There is little attempt to suggest that they 
are exercising free will. The element of 
compulsion is ubiquitous and Green im- 
molates the culprits as remorselessely as 
Hardy drgwvns Mrs. Clym Yeobright. What 
holds the’ attention is the author's use of 
the characters, not for suspense, as is 
sometimes claimed for him, but for tension. 


The difference is obvious; a drunk teeter- 
ing on the parapet of a skyscraper holds 
the watching crowd in suspense; when he 
stumbles and plummets the element of 
doubt vanishes and suspense is replaced by 
tension. In this field Green is a master 
and your man—if you like to watch people 


falling.

Truman Says Peacetime Per- 
sonnel Should Be Treated 
' gg in Wartime. 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
President Truman said last night 
Americans had neglected the mor- 
al welfare of the armed forces 
since the war, because it “never 
occurred to them that now we are 
fighting for the peace.” 

‘Se urged communities to pro- 
vide off-duty entertainment for 
the 1,600,000 young persons pow in 
the service, whom he described as 
the nation’s “backlog” in its bat- 
tle for “the welfare of the whole 
world.” 

The President spoke extempo- 
raneously before a conference he 
called to study the problem of 
“eommunity responsibility to our 
peacetime service men and wom- 
en.” 

He said the peacetime military 
forces should receive the same 
treatment offered to service 
personne] during the war, and 
added: 

“You know how this country 
acts, though, when the emergency 
is over, They go to something 
else. When the war ceased—well, 
it was all over, they had other 
things to think about. Never oc- 
curred to them that now we are 
fighting for the peace.” 

Some 500 representatives of 
business, labor, welfare, religious 
and veterans groups are attending 
the meeting. They plan a na- 
tion-wide program of off-duty rec- 
reation for service men like that 
carried on by the U.S.O. during 
the war.

WASHINGTON,.May 26 (AP)— 
Senate Democratic leaders talked 
today of possibly stepping up the 
timetable for\action on the Tru- 
man labor bill. 
The talk got started after Sena- 
tor Taft (Rep.), Ohio, made it 
known that he has been pressing 
the Democrats for a quick: Senate 
decision on repeal of the Ttaft- 
Hartley law. Taft said he was 
standing by his prediction that | 
Congress will throw the adminis- | 
tration measure overboard and | 
enact his substitute bill instead. | 
The substitute would make 28 
changes in the Taft-Hartley law, 
but preserve what Taft calls its 
basic principles. 
The administration bill, on the 
other hand, would junk the Taft- 
Hartley law—a strong purpose of 
organized labor—and replace it 
with the old Wagner Act “with | 
improvements.’

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
said today the American Medical 
Association has “a perfect right” 
to fight natiofial health insurance, 
but is “grossly inaccurate” in call- 
ing it socialized medicine. 

At the same time Pepper assert- 
ed there is no basis for an A.M.A. 
charge that doctors of the nation 
have been subjected to “malicious- 
ly unfair abuse from certain advo- 
catés of compulsory health insur- 
ance, some of whom are office 
holders in the Federal Govern- 
ment.” > 

The AM.A. accusation was 
voiced to a Senate Labor subcom- 
mittee late yesterday by Dr. Low- 
ell S. Goin of Los Angeles. He 
urged Congress to junk President 
Truman’s payroll tax national 
health insurance program and to 
concentrate instead on voluntary 
insurance plans. 

After hearing the A.M.A. wit- 
nesses, the subcommittee recessed 
until Tuesday. The group will re- 
sume its study then of the Admin- 
istration’s general health program 
and various alternate plans. 

Calls Charges Untrue. 

Dr. Goin said that “for 10 years 
the Federal Security Agency and 
other Government agencies have 
been spending unauthorized tax 
funds to thump the drum for so- 
cialized medicine.” 

He added: “Now, however, 
when the American Medical Asso- 
ciation finally strikes back at the 
distorted propaganda of the social- 
izers and the Government payroll- 
ers, we suddenly hear unfounded 
and intemperate charges that the 
American Medical Association is 
invading Washington with a high- 
powered lobby and a huge slush 
fund. Those charges are abso- 
lutely untrue and*those who have 
been making them know they are 
false.” 

Pepper, a co-sponsor of the Ad- 
ministration’s health bill, asked 
Dr. Goin how much the A.M.A. 
has raised to fight the Truman in- 
surance plan. Dr. Goin said he 
had been told about $1,500,000 
already has been collected. 

The A.M.A. goal is $3,000,000, to 
be raised by a $25 assessment 
against each of its members, Dr. 
Goin said. 

He told the subcommittee the 
A.M.A. “openly, frankly and hon- 
estly is engaged in ‘= national edu- 
cation campaign to give the people 
the facts about compulsory health 
insurance and the facts about 
voluntary health insurance.” 

“Proud” of Lobbying. 

He said: “We frankly oppose the 
first and we enthusiastically fa- 
vor the second.” 

If the A.M.A, battle amounts to 
lobbying, then “it is lobbying in 
the finest American tradition, and 
every doctor is proud of his part,” 
Dr. Goin said. 

Dr. Louis A. Bauer, a member 
of the A.M.A. board of trustees, 
assailed the payroll tax insurance 
plan at yesterday’s hearing as “an 
extreme example of compulsory 
paternalism, wrong in principle” 
and “impossible of practical oper- 
ation.” He urted the Senate sub- 
committee, instead, to consider 
the A.M.A. 12-point program which 
‘stresses expansion of the volun- 
tary health insurance systems.

Pleads for Return of Peace ‘to the Hearts of 


Eight Points of

VATICAN CITY, May 26 (AP)— 
Pope Pius XII called on the Ro- 
man Catholic world today to make 

Pp of peace to Rome 
during the 1950 holy year. 
In a Papal Bull officially pro- 
claiming the holy year, the 73-year- 
old Pope implored that “peace 
finally return to the hearts of 
everyone, within domestic walls, 
in individual nations, in the uni- | P 
versal commonwealth of peoples.” 

A gray-haired prelate read the 
Bull in the great portico of the 
Basilica of St. Peter according to 
ancient custom. It will be read 
later in the Basilicas of St. John 
Lateran, Saint Paul and Santa 
Maria Maggiore in Rome. 

The Bull, a brightly colored 
parchment of about 1300 words in 
Latin, was handed by the Pope to 
Msgr. Alfonso. Carinci, dean of the 
Apostolic Pronotaries, at a cere- 
mony in the throne room of the 
Apostolic Palace. Msgr. Carinci 
descended into the portico of the 
Basilica where a crowd of about 


‘2000 persons had assembled. He 


read the document from a pulpit 
erected before the great bronze 
doors of the churca. 

The Pope himself did not appear 
at the public ceremony. 

Brief S by Pope. 

In handing the document to 
Msgr. Carinci, the Pope made a 
brief speech, expressing hope that 
the prayers of the faithful during 
the holy year “will contribute 
toward obtaining for the human 
species that true harmony of 
hearts and that genuine peace 
which only God can bestow.” 

In the Bull the Pope warned 
pilgrims, who are expected to pour 
into Rome by the tens of thou- 
sands beginning next Christmas 
eve, not to come for a good time. 

“These pilgrimages‘must not be 
made with the mentality of those 
who travel for pleasure,” the Pope 
said, “but with the spirit of piety 
which animated the faithful of 


past centuries who, overcoming 


obstacles of.all kind, often afoot, 
came to Rome to wash away their 
sins with tears of sorrow and to 
implore of God peace and forgive- 
ness.” 

Roman Catholics who make the 


holy year pilgrimage to Rome and 
observe certain pr tie receive 
a plenary indulgence—full remis- 
sion of temporal punishment due 
to forgiven sin so that no further 
expiation is. required in Purga- 
tory. 

In ancient times, holy years 
were proclaimed every 50 years. 
Later, this was shortened to every 
25 years. The Pope, however, can 

erobiain an extraordinary one at 
any time he may desire for special 
reasons. Pius XI proclaimed one 
in 1933 on the anniversary of the 
death of Christ. The last normal 
holy year before that was in 1925. 

ght Points for Prayer. 

The Pope enumerated eight 
points to be held in mind by the 
faithful during the 1950 holy year. 

He exhorted them, first, to re- 
form their customs and ‘acquire 
Christian virtues. 

Secondly, he said, “it is neces- 
sary to ask God insistently that 
the faith due to the Divine Re- 
deemer and to the church founded 
by Him, be kept by everyone with 
inflexible spirit and strong will.” 

In the third place, the Pope 
asked the faithful to pray that 
the rights of the church be guard- 
ed against “conspiracies, deceit 
and persecutions.” 

He asked them to pray too, that 
“sll those who have not yet at- 
tained the light of Catholic truth 
or err ffom.the right way, and 
that the haters or deniers of God, 


illuminated by supernatural light |4 


and moved by grace, be led to 
obey the precepts of the Gospel.” 

In the fifth place, he called for 
prayers that “everywhere, but 
especially in Palestine, tranquillity 
may return as soon as possible, 
through a just settlement of. the 
problems.” 

Sixthly, that “the various social 
classes, their hatreds spent and 
their disagreements overcome, 
may unite in justice and ¢raternal 
harmony.” 

Seventhly, that “the multitudes 
of the needy obtain the where- 
withal to live honestly from their 


labar or receive from the liberality |

Spread over cake and 
sprinkle with nuts. 

Makes one loaf cake.

PERIMENTS SOLVE MYSTERY 
OF MAKING GQ0D MERINGUE 


Meringue has long been a mys- 
tery, even to experienced cooks 
and piemakers. It may be soft 
and fluffy as a cloud when the 
pie goes in the oven, yet quite 
different when it reaches the din- 
ner table. Familiar troubles are: 
shrinkage, “weeping, wateriness 
underneath, stickiness which 


makes cutting difficult, toughness, 
and “beading’}—small moist drop- 


lets over the surface. 
Recent meringue-making studies 
may help cooks avoid these dif- 


age. In 4 to 4% minutes this 
temperature also gave a golden 
brown shadow over the top of 


ficulties. Secrets of fine quality 
meringue revealed in these tests 
are: whipping egg whites and 
sugar to just the right etiffness; 
placing meringue on a hot filling; 
baking at 425 F. for 4 to 4% min- 
utes. 

For tender, moist meringue, 
able to hold its high fluffiness, 
the right amount of whipping is 
important. In the tests best re- 
sults came from this method: 
Have the whites at room tempera- 
ture. Add a pinch of salt for each 
white. Beat until the foam is 
relatively fine and forms rounded 
peaks when the beater is lifted 
out. Then add sugar gradually— 
two tablespoons for each white— 
and continue beating until the 
meringue is stiff but not dry. 

Meringues baked on hot fillings 
in the tests cooked more evenly 
and were less likely to “weep” 
than those baked on a cold pie. 
Baking at 425 degrees for 4 to 
4% minutes proved more of a 
protection against leakage than 
baking at lower heat a longer 
time, as many recipes recommend. 

Beading, the tests showed, re- 
sults from too long cooking, caus- 
ing over-coagulation of the whites. 

A temperature of 425 degrees 
proved best for tenderness and 
preventing stickiness and shrink-

FOR IN THOSE OLDEN DAYS we always 
had a long row of nasturtiums growing along 
the garden border, and no matter what sort of 
livestock had forced the gate or jumped the 
fence, it invariably seemed to be the nasturtiums 
which they went for first. So now I hurried 
into my slippers and Mama and I slipped out 
quietly, not to startle the mares into a sudden 
gallop. But Daisy and Ribbon were as sleepy 
as we. They dozed in the middle of the lawn 
where the bluegrass, which has gone uncut all 
spring, is two feet tall. Now and then they’d 
bend their heads for another mouthful. 


Quickly we chetked to see where they had 
come in and found, as was to be expected, that 
I had left two gates open; the one from pasture 
to barnyard and then the one from barnyard 


to:Jawn,. We clucked tothe mares and drove - 


them out, fastening the gates behind them, Then 
in the early morning light we toured vegetable 
and flower gardens, finding a few hoofprints but 
no damage done. The prize nasturtiums had 
not been touched and were just putting forth 
new blossoms. It had been one of the rare 
nights when we'd gone to bed early and now, 
since it was nearly 5, we put the coffee on to 
boil; glad to get an early start on the day.

THIS REMINISCENT NOTE recalls another 
incident of the week. Some time ago we re- 
ceived a letter from Frank Litton, whom I'd 
known in Potosi as a boy and who now farms 
600 acres over at Anthonies Mill. In a cedar 
chest at his house well packed in moth balls, 
said the letter, was an old carriage “laprobe” 
which had belonged many years ago to my 
grandfather, Doc Lem. It had come into Frank’s 
possession through some small quirk of fate and, 
since it was well preSeryed, he felt we might 
like to have it. Perhaps if I hadn’t remembered 
the robe, we'd have thought little more about 
it. But I’d ridden to Sunday School on mgny 
a wintry day in the surrey, tucked snugly be- 
neath that old blanket which was reputedly 
woven of buffalo hair. And I can see Doc Lem 
right: now, starting out on a country call in his 
buggy in mid-winter. Between the shafts old 
Sally stepped out smartly, with her breath send- 
ing up white clouds of steam. The doctor wore 
a sealskin cap and big pair of buffalo-hide 
mittens, and wrapped around his knees was that 
old green laprobe. 
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EVER SINCE THE LETTER came we had 
been hoping for a day when we could get over 
to Anthonies Mill, but last week he came to see 
us, bringing the robe along with him. We had 
a fine visit, though oddly enough we spent little 
time talking of the old days, When farmers get 
together, there’s too much of current interest 


to discuss. 


Litton left Potosi as a boy and spent 35 years 
in cities as a mechanical engineer. Finally the 
yearning for the country became too strong, so 
he and his wife bought the 600-acre farm which 
had belonged to her father and are back in the 
farming business again. Their program and 
ours are much the same. His beef cattle are 
black Angus while ours are Herefords; and both 
are grade herds headed by purebred sires. Theirs 
is a grass-farming program and so is ours; both 
aimed at building black land which has been 
farmed too hard for too long. His engineering 
experience gives him a big advantage in the Me- 
chanics of farming; ours, if we have one, is in 
our long-time interest in soil-building and land- 
use. 


The talk ranged wide afield; from human and 
animal nutrition to tracing minerals and their 
relation to animal and human illness and dis- 


ease; to farm surpluses created not by over-pro- 


duction but by lack of purchasing power in a 
world where millions go hungry. And we both 
agreed, as why shouldn’t we, that there’s no 
finer or more important profession than farm- 
ing. Hard work and a small return; yet more 
interesting problems to meet and solve than 
anywhere we know.

Summer Condensation Woes. 


E divide our readers roughly 

into two groups—those who

Warm weather condensation 
shows up in the form of moisture 
or sweat on cold water pipes and 
the sides of flush tanks. As we've 
so often said before it is the re- 
sult of the water vapor in the air 
turning into a liquid when the 
temperature of the air is lowered 
by it striking a cold surface, 

You can keep this moisture off 
cold water pipes by insulating 
them. This can be done either 
with regular pipe insulation, spe- 
cia] materials in the form of tape 
or paint made for cold water 
pipes or with several thicknesses 
of old newspapers. Any of these 
will do the trick but old news- 
papers don’t look very attractive. 

Flush tanks are not quite so 
easy to deal with, The only way 
to stop the moisture from collect-

OZARK, Mo., May 26. 

ERE in Ozark, a little hilltop 

town 50 miles north of the 

Arkansas border in the heart 
of the hill country, 38-year-old 
William H. Blair has created a set 
of dishes that may very well be 
making Mr. Wedgewood toss un- 
easily in his grave, but is charm- 
ing American housewives who 
want something different in table 
settings as well as hats. Bill Blair 
is a modernist painter-turned-pot- 
ter, a mild man with one preju- 
dice: he considers the conventional 
circular plate, its bouquet rampant 
wreathed in mashed potatoes and 
gravy, not only an affront to the 
eye and the appetite but artis- 
tically old-fashioned as well. This 
gastronomical rebellion he has 
translated into a series of plates 
and platters planned like abstract 
paintings. 

Nowhere could these new-fan- 
gled dishes produce a more radical 
contrast than in the Ozarks. The 
plowshare has been yielding 
ground to the potter’s wheel in 
these clay-abounding hills ever 
since the Ozark mountaineers dis- 
covered, several tourist seasons 
ago, that their scrawny acreages 
take better to the production of 
pottery than pigs. At almost every 
turn of the highway the home- 
crafted harvests leap out at motor- 
ists’ eyes, in a gaudy assortment 
running largely to Bulging vases, 
puppy-dog doorstops and lividly- 
colored cows. These native wares 
are kin to the Blair pottery only 
in that both types are hand-craft- 
ed of clay by virtually the same 
process. There the relationship 
ends. The mountaineers’ pottery is 
as uninhibited as a kindergarten- 
er’s first assignment in water col- 
ors; Blair’s dishes have the bold 
but carefully regulated hues and 
the sophisticated symmetry dear 
to the educated painter’s palette. 

It’s city slicker stuff, and it only 
gathers dust on the shelves of its 
home-base outlet, Wernet’s drug 
store on the Ozark square, but in 
chic stores from San Francisco to 
New York it has been bought up 
by the bushel since it first hit the 
counters a year ago. More than 
3600 pieces of dinnerware move 


out of the Blair Ceramics, Inc., 
factory every week, and the sup- 
ply is behind the demand. 


Until he can expand his facili- 
ties, Blair must turn down even 
such ardent pleas as one made re- 
cently by a big Dallas store. 
Haunted by persistent requests 
for the Blair product, store offi- 
cials sent their most persuasive 
buyer into the Ozark brush to ar- 
range a franchise, This was such 
a remarkable reversal of the cus- 
tomary merchandising technique— 
it is the manufacturer who comes, 
prayerfully, to the buyer—that 
Blair still shakes his sandy-haired 
head in amazement at it. He is 
also somewhat surprised that 
housewives are buying up his cups 
and saucers so hungrily, although 
it has long been his conviction that 
American dinnerware could use a 
general overhauling. 

“It’s downright immoral,” he 
protests, lumping conventional 
china into the neuter gender pro- 
noun. “You see, most American 
dinnerware today is made by ma- 
chine on an assembly line, in about 
the same patterns that have been 
in use for a generation or more. 
To change their recipe a bit, the 
manufacturers buy up a few floral 
designs and paste them willy-nilly 
on the same old pitchers and 
plates. 

“Then these designs are stamped

on over the finished pieces, in- 
stead of being baked permanently 
into the clay base, and after a few 
months of use, they wear off. All 
you've got left is a stack of clay 
slabs. Might as well eat off of a 
pie tin.”

HE plates that come out of 
the Blair factory are anything 
but drab slabs. There are two 
patterns, both demonstrating the 
delight to the eye of planning a 
plate like a painting. One is a 
gay plaid in dark green, char- 
treuse and cinnamon brown on a 
white background, the other a 
stylized leaf motif in the same 
colors. Almost everything from 
cups to casseroles is square- 
shaped, with a bit of a curve to 
the sides. The handles are in a 
novel twisted arrangement, like 
ropes. There are structural inno- 
vations, too. Blair’s dinnerware 
has a mirror-like glaze more on 
the order of porcelain than pot- 
tery, is remarkably durable, and 
is also, every piece, oven-proof. 
All this is the result of a care- 
fully developed formulae for mix- 
ing the clay base. 
These deviations from the din- 


nerware norm Blair tried his 
artistic best to sell the operators 
of the big Ohio kilns when he was

apprenticed in ceramics. But the 
manufacturers shuddered like 
Rembrandt devotees at a Dali 
showing.

EVERAL years previously 

Blair had motored through the 

Ozarks, and had liked its rural 
quietude so well he had resolved 
to live there some day. In Ozark 
the two would-be potters found an 
empty motor car repair shop that 
was the right size and shape for 
what they had in mind, It took 
more than a year to make the 
place into a factory, including the 
installation of a $15,000 kiln 
shipped in from West Virginia. 
The factory is a small one, com- 
pared to the big fellows in Ohio, 
but the reputation of its dinner- 
ware has grown all out of propor- 
tion to the scale of its operations. 
Thirty-two Ozark housewives and 
boys are employed in the mixing, 
molding, glazing, painting and kiln 
rooms. Blair works along with 
them through the day, hovering 
anxiously over his plates and plat- 
ters as though each is a one-man 
show. 

A frequent visitor to the factory 
is a bearded, lifelong Ozarkian 
who typifies the local citizenry’s 
pride in the town’s new industry. 
Riley Howard doesn’t pretend to 
know anything about pottery, and 
is not covetous of a job for him- 
self, but he is gratified to see 
his friends gainfully employed, and 
as an ambling employment agency 
on Blair’s behalf he tours the 
Ozark square like a Marine ser- 
geant on the prowl for recruits.

I can remember,” is his way of 
introducing to Blair a prospect for 
work. Then, his supreme recom- 
mendation, presaging a potter 
without peer, “He’s a damn good 
Christian.” :

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it usually comes fitted into a metal 
holder. But a good handy hus- 
band with a drawing knife and a 
gouge can make a good looking, 
inexpensive plank provided he se- 
cures a short piece of inch thick 
cured oak lumber. A good plank 
will last for years if given right 
‘care. It needs treating so it won't 
burn or scorch when exposed to 
|oven or broiler heat. 

Most experienced users of planks 
soak them in cold water six to 
eight hours previous to use. Then 
the plank is wiped dry, oiled on 
the side to be used and is placed 
in a slow oven to heat through.. 
In the preheating, and baking or 
broiling, the board doesn’t scorch, 
but it does absorb enough heat to 
keep the food hot through the 
meal.
